The  following  varieties  are  among  the  best.  Beauty  of  Liver- 
mere  is  one  of  the  very  best  dark  reds.  Mrs.  Perry  is  the  largest 
pink.  Orriflame  very  large  orange  scarlet  or  brick  red.  3rd  size 
were  strong  roots  transplanted  a year  ago  and  worth  the  money, 
certain  to  bloom  freely.  2nd  size  is  a strong  root  that  should  have 
one  or  more  flowers.  3rd  size  are  not  certain  to  bloom.

DEFINITION  OF  SIZES 

3rd  size.  Medium  grade  Mother  rhizome,  a thick  single  root  with 
two  or  more  baby  Irises  attached.  75%  should  flower  the  first  year. 
Moderate  price  allows  buying  in  quantity  and  the  more  purchased, 
more  is  the  chance  of  a blooming  root  among  the  lot. 

4th.  Largest  size  Mother  rhizome,  a thick  heavy  root,  generally 
with  four  or  more  babies  attached  (number  of  babies  not  guaranteed) 
95%  should  bloom  the  first  season.  The  very  best  buy  when  only 
one  of  a variety  is  purchased  because  it  is  the  surest  to  bloom  and 
having  more  babies,  gives  the  utmost  increase. 

Note:- — There  are  only  a limited  number  of  4th  size  available 
every  year.  After  sold  out  I give  3rd  size  (never  smaller)  and  one 
or  more  smaller  sizes.  Advise  when  ordering  if  this  is  satisfactory. 

Note  2.  If  the  summer  is  dry  all  sizes  will  appear  smaller,  but 
they  will  be  value  and  up  to  grade.  Along  in  the  fall  it  will  be  notic- 
ed that  they  have  grown  to  be  as  large  as  any  purchased  in  the  fall. 

DOUBLE  RHIZOMES 

Are  not  near  as  certain  to  bloom  the  first  year  as  my  4th  size 
roots.  Most  of  them  must  grow  a year  before  they  are  of  blooming 
age.  If  double  rhizomes  are  desired,  I can  more  often  supply  them 
than  my  blooming  size  mother  roots. 

The  Main  Thing 

To  secure  the  very  largest  blooming  size  Mother  rhizomes  is  to 
pay  enuogh  money. 

TOO  MUCH  FOR  THE  MONEY 

Some  persons  unknowingly  might  have  big  eyes  in  thinking  that 
they  are  getting  a lot  for  their  money  in  buying  a double  rhizome. 
Some  will  be  disappointed  because  the  larger  of  this  pair  seldom  bloom 
the  first  season.  If  you  take  a chance  on  doubles,  why  not  take  a 
chance  on  my  3rd  size  and  save  money! 

ILLUSTRATION 

Last  fall  I planted  for  a test  35  Princess  Beatrice  and  25  Isoline 
both  in  4th  size  roots.  Thirty  of  the  Princess  bloomed  and  19  Isoline. 
This  is  a good  showing  for  varieties  supposed  to  be  shy  bloomers. 
So  many  bloomed  because  they  had  the  age.  Most  of  my  4th  size 
rhizomes  were  planted  a year  ago,  were  3rd  size  when  planted.  Be- 
ing a year  older,  naturally  most  of  them  bloomed.  Some  varieties 
would  make  almost  as  good  a record  in  3rd  size  rhizomes. 

CRITICISM 

My  3rd  size  Iris  roots  have  been  criticised  by  a few  unreasonable 
persons  who  apparently  expected  4th  size  Mother  rhizomes  for  the  3rd 
size  ordered.  They  received  what  they  paid  for.  No  other  grower 
in  the  land  has  so  clearly  and  plainly  defined  blooming  size  Iris 
rhizomes  as  I have  done. 

THE  BRIGHTER  SIDE 

Pa.  The  last  several  years  I have  been  the  recipient  from  you,  of 

some  Irises  that  have  done  well.  I particularly  value  your 

ratings. 

Va.  Some  of  the  3rd  size  Iris  roots  bloomed-  the  first  year. 

Ohio.  I am  in  receipt  of  your  price  list  and  send  you  the  follow- 
ing order.  Last  season  I pnrchased  some  of  your  3rd  size  roots  that 
seemed  small,  it  was  rather  late  in  the  season  and  not  much  was  ex- 
pected this  year,  but  I was  surprised  when  half  the  roots  bloomed.  I 
am  pleased  so  far  with  my  Iris  dealings  with  you.

— “Last  season  I purchased  12  of  your  largest  size  Iris 
rhizomes  and  all  bloomed  but  one.” 

Every  experienced  grower 
will  agree  that  if  nine  out  of  a dozen  bloomed,  it  would  be  a good 
record.

PINK  MADAM  CHERAU 

This  is  the  very  best  of  the  pink  frilled  Irises  I know.  Quite  a 
number  of  well  posted  Iris  fans,  (including  some  of  the  Iris  directors) 
have  not  been  able  to  identify  this  dainty  Iris.  More  charming  than 
many  costing  $5.00  and  up. 

RED  RIDING  HOOD — (Koehler  1922)..  The  nearest  approach 
to  red  in  the  Iris  family,  and  for  that  reason  it  has  a plade  in  the 
Iris  garden  that  no  other  variety  can  fill.  The  standards  are  a reddish 
lavender,  while  the  falls  are  purplish  solferinored,  with  mottlings 
of  brown  near  the  base,  the  back  of  the  petals  pinkish  lavender. 
Greatly  admired  wherever  seen.  Height  32  inches. 

The  above  description  rings  true.  The  nearest  red  Iris. 


LATE  AND  VERY  LATE  IRISES 

Some  of  these  are  needed  in  all  collections  to  extend  the  bloom- 
ing season.  Some  varieties  would  not  look  so  good  during  mid- 
season. You  can  absolutely  rely  upon  all  in  my  lists  as  being  de- 
sirable. Some  poor  colored  sorts  could  have  been  included,  but  that 
would  be  poor  business. 

TRUE  UP  YOUR  IRIS
